Rom. i, 4). Hear the Lord Himself 
to John in Patmos long after He had 
ascended. ‘‘Fear not.

| Will Be Entirely Done Away With in 
All Charters as It Cannot be 
Handled Satisfactorily 

E.monton.—The Calgary charter 
amendments which are being rushed 
through in place of the Calgary char- 
ter which was hoisted for six months, 
passed the committee of the whole 
nouse with only one amendment, but 
that an important one.
